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The Pre-Season Schedule 


Again in 1956, the Giants will journey more than 10,000 miles before playing 

a single League game. For the first time they will train and play exhibition 
games on both coasts. The first training camp will be established at St. 
Michael’s College, Burlington, Vermont, on July 23rd. After playing in 
Boston, The Giants will make their way to the West Coast via Green Bay, 
establishing a second training camp at the University of Portland, Portland, 
Oregon. It will be the third summer in Oregon for the Giants.

Head Coach Howell 


The oldest Giant in point of service is Jim Lee Howell, head coach, who 
first reported as a lanky end candidate from Arkansas in 1937. Howell has 
grown since then, both in ability and stature. His six-four frame now carries 
a comfortable 240 pounds, making him the big man among NFL coaches. As 
head coach, Jim is in his third season, but only two colleagues antedate him 
in their jobs, Buddy Parker at Detroit and Paul Brown at Cleveland. 


Howell is a modest, soft-spoken man who gives so much credit to others 
that he leaves little for himself. He says: “As a famous coach once told me, 
the job of the head coach is to see that the balls are pumped up, and to keep 
order.” He will say this with a smile and begin to speak about the contributions 
of his assistants. But a careful observer will note the qualities which make 
Howell successful: executive ability, technical mastery, and facile handling 
of the men. 


The Giant coach believes in an offense based on simplicity and practice. 
When he took over in January of °54, he devised a system of plays and assign- 
ments which could be easily grasped to eliminate hesitation on the field. “We 
want action, not deep thinking,” he put it. “We want to cut down classroom 
work, to have more time on the field for practice.” 


Howell groups his plays in five “packages”. Depending on the defense 
and the game situation, the quarterback is instructed to select a play from one 
package, which fits the need. Therefore, he does not have to fumble mentally 
through his whole catalog. 


Howell was born Sept. 27, 1914, at Lonoke, Ark. As a boy, he ran a- paper 
route and helped in his father’s ice plant. As an awkward, growing youth, 
he could not make high school teams, but became a basketball star at Arkansas 
U. and captained the team which reached the finals of the Olympic tryouts 
in New York in 1936. 


Jim Lee learned football under Fred Thomsen, a pioneer in bringing the 
“aerial circus” to the southwest. Arkansas became known as the “passingest” 
team in the country, with Howell a regular for three years. When Jim was 
appointed Giants coach, he said, “I am from Arkansas, and I like to throw 
that ball around”. 


When Howell joined the Giants in 1937, he was a regular at right end from 
the start. He played over an 11-year span including three seasons as a Marine 
lieutenant in Pacific action, and accepted a job as coach of ends when he retired. 


The coach had established himself as a prosperous farmer and rancher at 
Lonoke, where he lived with his wife, former Sue Campbell of that small 
town, when he was asked to direct the Giants. It was typical of Howell that 
he wished to be a full-time coach, and therefore, sold most of his holdings, to 
move to Englewood, N.J. where the three Howells now live. A son, Hugh 
Timothy, was born last year. 


In his first season, Howell pulled the Giants from a 3-9 record to one of 
7-5, for third place. In 755, three losses staggered the Giants at the start, but 
Howell rallied them to go to 6-2-1 thereafter, and close with an unbeaten 
streak of five games. Jim hopes to pick up that streak this year. 


The Assistant Coaches 


Jim Lee Howell’s aides are Vince Lombardi, Ken Kavanaugh, Ed Kolman 
and Tom Landry. Each has responsibility over a precisely-defined phase of 
play, but two or more at times act jointly where their specialties meet. 


Lombardi, as backfield coach, has general charge of offense, in blackboard 
sessions and in practice. He designs many of the plays in concert with Howell. 
He also serves as second in command in drill and action. 


Kavanaugh, end coach, directs the passing attack generally, in coordination 
with Lombardi. He designs many of the patterns and works these out in 
practice with skeleton crews of ends and backs. Ken also supervises blocking 
of offensive ends. > 


Kolman alone holds offense and defense responsibility, as line coach. He 
teaches linemen the mechanics of both platoons. On offense, he consults with 
Lombardi and Kavanaugh to integrate line play with the strategic plan. 


Landry is the defense coach, with the prime duty of calling the shifts to 
counteract the opponent’s attack, as it develops during a game. As a tutor, 
Landry alone coaches defense backs, and huddles with Kolman on coordi- 
nating the response of the line. 


All four coaches have been outstanding players. Lombardi was one of 
Fordham’s celebrated Blocks of Granite, as guard. Kavanaugh, a record- 
breaking end with the Bears, Kolman one of the undying 73-0 Bears as a 
tackle, and halfback Landry, a maestro on defense in two leagues, with Yankees 
and Giants. 


Lombardi, 40, graduated from Fordham in 1937, and coached at St. Cecelia’s 
H.S. in Englewood, N.J. Vince patterned his T on that of the Chicago Bears 
and won six state titles in eight years, and 36 straight. In °47, Lombardi in- 
stalled the T formation at Fordham, and coached the frosh. Red Blaik then 
invited Lombardi to coach backfield at West Point. He was delegated by Blaik 
to direct the offense platoon, which, in ’49, achieved an unbeaten season and 
a 38-0 landslide over Navy. 


Lombardi’s basic formation is the T with Split T line spacing. In passing 
situations, he can throw a sideline-to-sideline spread, to unleash five receivers. 


Kavanaugh, 39, was one of the great ends in NFL history, with the Bears 
over a 10-year span interrupted by a three-season hitch with the air force. He 
scored a touchdown for approximately every three passes he caught, and was 
on three championship teams. Kavanaugh hails from Little Rock, Ark. was 
All-American at LSU, and lives in Philadelphia. 


Kolman, 38, was All-City at Boys High in Brooklyn, All-America at Temple, 
and All-League with the Bears in 1941, over redoubtable fellow tackles Joe 
Stydahar and Lee Artoe. After four years at war Kolman came to the Ciants 
in *49, and became line coach in 50. Ed is a fine violinist who led his own 
band in college days. 


Landry, 31, possesses two degrees from Texas U, and applies the keen mind 
of a trained engineer to defense. The lean, tall Texan was a star in the all- 
America Conference and one of the original “Umbrella Men” of backfield 
pass defense as a Giant from 1950. He retired as player after °55 to concen- 
trate on coaching. 


The Prospect for 1956 


The Giants expect to boost scoring punch, while holding firm on defense, 
in 1956. The anticipated lift in offense should come from a striking improve- 
ment in air attack, with the addition of NCAA champion receiver Hal Burnine, 
of Missouri and the return of Bob Topp from service. These two join Ken 
MacAfee, Bob Schnelker and stylish Kyle Rote to give Howell the finest end 
corps the Giants have had in years. 


To appraise the chance of any rival, a comparison with the champion 
Cleveland Browns is inevitable. In ’55, the Browns were 9-2-1, the Giants 6-5-1. 
The Browns led the NFL scoring with 349 points, the Giants were third with 
267. Cleveland defense was supreme, at 218 allowed but New York was on 
a virtual parity at 223. 


However, the gaps in wins and scoring may be misleading. The Giants 
lost three straight before meshing gears. They were the hottest team in the 
stretch, unbeaten in the last five games, which included a breathless 35-35 tie 
with Cleveland. Their statistics “went wrong” only at the start. 


This year, Howell will continue the “study period” scheme he devised for 
Chuck Conerly, which was an important factor in the ’55 stretch drive. The 
star quarterback sits out much of the first period, cramming coaching advice 
and data on enemy defense, before taking over. Don Heinrich, a talented 
ball-control quarterback, holds the throttle until Conerly is “indoctrinated”. 


The halfback tandem of powerful Alex Webster and versatile Frank Gifford 
probably is unmatched in the league. At fullback, strong man Mel Tripplett 
will replace Bobby Epps, who is in service. Henry Moore of Arkansas, top 
draft pick, is a fullback candidate. 


A slick veteran offense line returns, with its outstanding members Rosey 
Brown, Rex Boggan, Bill Austin, Jack Stroud, Ray Wietecha, and Dick Yel- 
vington. A superb rookie tackle, Robert Lee Huff, of West Virginia, is available 
for offense or defense. 


Allied to offense are the kick-return specialists. Jim Patton and Em Tunnell. 
Patton ran 98, 69 and 65 yards in °55, as the Giants led the league in long- 
gaining plays, with 15 of 40 or more yards. Tunnell’s best was 66. From 
scrimmage, Webster starred with runs of 71 and 52 yards, and Rote twice 
turned passed into 71-yard gains. 


On defense, Howell must fill gaps or upgrade, at the halfbacks and ends. 
Dick Nolan and Tunnell are veteran halfbacks, and Leo Miles returns from 
service. Rookie prospects are Don Chandler of Florida, John Hermann of 
UCLA, and Dick Moloney of Kentucky. At end, rookies James Katcavage of 
Dayton and Ron Nery of Kansas State will make strong bids for starting berths. 


Dick Modzelewski comes in a trade for Ray Krouse, to team with Roosevelt 
Grier at defense tackles. Ray Beck, at middle guard, might move to offense 
if Huff can replace him. The veteran backer-up pair of Harland Svare and 
Bill Svoboda will have competition from Pete Mangrum, out of service, 
and John McMullan of Notre Dame. 


As Howell sums it up, he has a strong veteran team, with reinforcements 
which seem tailored to his needs. 


The Giant Stars 


The Giants present a galaxy of first magnitude stars surpassed by no other 
team, in Chuck Conerly, Emlen Tunnell, Kyle Rote, Frank Gifford and Alex 
Webster. 

Conerly and Tunnell are all-time record holders of the National Football 
League. Rote and Gifford join them as candidates for the professional Hall 
of Fame. Webster provides the brand new success story of the team, as a man 
who conquered two leagues. 

Conerly completed more passes in a game, 36, than any of the fabulous 
aerial artists of the game. Chuck also is one of the four NFL quarterbacks 
who threw 100 or more touchdowns. With 113 eight seasons, he is outstripped 
by Sam Baugh (187 in 16 years), Sid Luckman (139 in 12), and Bobby Layne 
(114 in eight). 

Tunnell intercepted 61 passes, more than any other player in NFL history. 
He leads all in the punishing business of punt returns, with 38 in one season. 
Em also is tied for another record with four touchdowns in a season on kick 
returns. 

Rote, Mighty Mustang of SMU, is one of the most elusive players in the 
game. As wingback, and as left and right end, Kyle ranks with the great 
receivers. His cight-touchdown total in °55 was topped only by the ineffable 
Harlon Hill’s nine. 

Gifford, most versatile halfback in the league, has made the Pro Bowl both 
on offense and on defense, in these highly specialized days! Last year Frank 
scored three TDs running, four on passes and threw for two. He completed 
a pass for 1 yards, ran for 49, caught a pass for 54, and returned a kick 62. 
He is a long-gain threat at all times. 

Webster tore the Big Four Canadian League apart in °54 as leading rusher 
and MVP. With the Giants last season, he crashed the first 10 as a blasting 
rookie. His average of five yards per carry for 634 yards was only four-tenths 
of a yard below the NFL high, although he was not an outside runner, but 
a heavy duty back. 

The significant note about all five is their grim determination to play, 
despite injury and hard luck. Conerly worked one season with a painfully 
injured arm because the Giants did not have a competent sub. Tunnell played 
90 consecutive games through 1955, despite the pounding he endures on 
punt returns. 

Rote fought doggedly to overcome the handicap of a knee cartilage oper- 
ation, and transformed himself from a bruising runner into one of the great 
pass catchers. Gifford in 1953 was the phenomenon of modern two-platoon 
football. He played both offense and defense often for 50 minutes a game, 
and did not sit out one play because of injury or fatigue. It is a feat un- 
matched since the days of the Iron Men. 

Dr. Francis Sweeny, Giant physician, classes Webster with Ward Cuff, 
former Giant hero, in ability to recuperate from injury. The man whom Lou 
Little termed the finest broken field runner since Cliff Battles, twice left the 
hospital in °55 to play, after Sweeny had bedded him down for a week’s rest. 

Conerly, 32, an All-America at Mississippi, was the prize in a financial 
battle between two leagues. Tunnell, 31, walked into the Giant office as a 
free agent, to launch a famous career. Rote, 28, was the most publicized 
player of the era for his one-man stand against unbeaten Notre Dame in 1950. 
Gifford, 26, was the dream player of the nation’s coaches at USC in 1951. 
Webster, 26, actually was turned down by the Redskins, before he ripped 
two leagues apart. 


The Giant Rookies 


Two NCAA champions are among the sterling rookies who will make 
veterans hustle for Giant jobs this year. Hal Burnine of Missouri led the 
nation’s collegiate pass receivers in 1955, and Don Chandler of Florida was 
the foremost campus punter. 


Henry Moore, Arkansas fullback; Robert Lee Huff, West Virginia tackle; 
and James Katcavage, Dayton end, also stand out among the newcomers. 
Others who may break into a veteran Giant array are John McMullan, Notre 
Dame guard; Ron Nery, Kansas State end; Dick Moloney, Kentucky halfback; 
and John Hermann, UCLA halfback. 


If Jim Lee Howell’s discerning judgment of collegiate talent holds firm 
for a third year, probably five to six of this group will find places on the 
team. The coach’s record was amazing in 1954 and 1955. 


Last season, he introduced Alex Webster, Mel Triplett, Jim Patton, Joe 
Heap, Rosey Grier and Rex Boggan. In 54, as a rookie coach, Howell brought 
forward Don Heinrich, Bobby Epps, Bob Clatterbuck, Ken MacAffee, Dick 
Nolan and Bob Topp. 


This season, Burnine, Moore, Huff, Chandler and Katcavage made a pre- 
liminary step enroute to professional fame, by being named to the All-Star team 
against the champion Cleveland Browns in Chicago. A 6th prospective Giant, 
Don Holleder of Army, also was selected, but Howell will have to wait until 
Holleder completes his job for Uncle Sam. 


The Giants got there first with Burnine, who would have been a possible 
bonus pick this year, by tabbing him after the °54 season, on the 12th draft 
round. Burnine is a “holler guy” of 24, of 190 and six-two. Tall and rangy, 
with speed and faking talent Hank earned his NCAA distinction by catching 
44 passes for 594 yards. 


Burnine captained his team and played in three bowl games as an AlII- 
American. He won a track letter at the broad jump, and served his army 
hitch as a sergeant. Hank is married and is an insurance salesman in Rich- 
mond, Mo. 


Chandler is counted on to succeed Tom Landry as Giant punter, and is a 
defense halfback candidate. The “Babe” starred also in basketball, baseball 
and track. He is 21, 205, six-two and lives in Tulsa, Okla. He was No. 5 pick. 


Moore, top draftee, was 12th in NCAA rushing statistics and second in his 
conference, with 701 at a 5.2 average. He is 22, 195 and six-one. The fullback 
from Howell’s old school is a “crasher” who probably will play halfback. 


Huff, No. 2 selection, made four All-America teams as one of the nation’s 
most versatile and polished tackles. He is a powerful young man of 21, who 
weighs 230 and stands six-one. The Farmington, W. Va. boy has the makings 
ef an outstanding pro on offense and/or defense. 


Katcavage brings an impressive physique of 225 pounds and six-three to a 
Giant trouble spot, defensive end. The 21-year-old Philadelphian, third Giant 
pick, is a genuine crashing end with the speed, height and weight to pressure 
opposing quarterbacks. 


Giants Represent Nation 


The Giants have heroes wherever they go, because Giants come from every- 
where. The squad is truly national, hailing from 25 states, and is a typical 
cross-section of American youth. Fans who see the team in Yankee Stadium 
have counterparts all over the country, rooting for boys who hail from grass- 
roots colleges as well as great universities, from villages as well as large cities. 


In fact, the New York Giants might be called the Texas Giants, or the Ohio 
Giants, or the California Giants, if personnel only were considered. In the 
squad which reported to camp there were five Texans, as many players as 
there were from New Jersey, which is right next door to Giant-town. Cali- 
fornia, personnel-wise, was just as close as New Jersey, too, with five men. 


Only Pennsylvania, traditional hotbed of eastern football, and New York 
itself, boasted more Giants than Ohio, with the totals nine, seven and six 
respectively, among 69 men. 


In this camp squad, there were representatives of 54 schools throughout the 
nation, which affords an idea of the intensive search made by a professional 
team for talent. 


There were players from mighty teams and dominant conferences—UCLA, 
USC, SMU, Maryland, Oklahoma, Georgia Tech, Ohio State, Washington, Michi- 
gan, Notre Dame, Tennessee, Oregon State, Kansas, Alabama, West Virginia, 
Miami, Penn State and many more. 


But the stars from the small teams, even those which could not even bid 
for Little All-America, were far from forgotten. There were standard-bearers 
from Hofstra, Stevens Point Teachers, East Texas State, Arkansas State Teach- 
ers, Southern Illinois, Northwestern, Louisiana, Savannah State and Fullerton 
Junior College. 


It’s always been that way with the Giants. When the All-America hero 
puts his reputation on the scrimmage line, he is exactly even with the boy from 
the whistle stop. Through the years, the club has had many all-time stars 
from the football citadels—Bennie Friedman of Michigan, Hinkey Haines of 
Penn State, Ken Strong of NYU, Jim Poole of Mississippi, Mel Hein of Wash- 
ington State, Morris Badgro of USC, Jack McBride of Syracuse, Phil White 
of Oklahoma, Ed Widseth of Minnesota, Len Younce of Oregon State. But 
rating as highly in the Giant Hall of Fame are chaps who just walked in 
without fanfare—Cal Hubbard of Geneva, N.Y. College, Ray Flaherty of 
Gonzaga, Kink Richards of Simpson (Ia.) College and Cecil Griggs, of Sher- 
man (Tex.) College. 


Two Giant stars illustrate the democracy of the professional gridiron. In 
the 1947 collegiaté season, Chuck Conerly rewrote the NCAA forward passing 
records as an All-America at Mississippi. Two leagues bid fortunes for his 
services, and the Giants won the prize for 1948. In the summer of °48, Em 
Tunnell came to Giant headquarters in New York, looking for a job. No 
team in either league had drafted him—he was a free agent. The Giants agreed 
to give Em a tryout. 

Today, brilliant All-America Conerly is one of the four men in NFL his- 
tory to complete more than 100 touchdown passes. He is the key on offense. 
But the obscure fellow nobody wanted, Tunnell, is just as much the Pivot on 
defense and like Conerly, holds All-time NFL records. 


The Giants have heroes wherever they go, because Giant heroes can and 
do come from everywhere. 


Giants in Yankee Stadium 


After 31 years in New York, the Giants will move to a new home this 
season, when they play in spacious 67,206-seat Yankee Stadium. Their best 
schedule and what looms as their finest team, fortuitously are coming together 
in a larger place in which there will be more sideline and box seats than 
Giant fans ever had at their disposal. 


The Giants thereby reach another peak in their romantic history as the 
oldest eastern team in the National Football League, and is one of the three 
which have come down the years with original ownership unbroken. 


In the beginning in 1925, and in many years thereafter, only those pio- 
neers with imaginative perception of the future could foresee professional 
football commanding the fan support to fill one of the nation’s great arenas. 
Timothy J. Mara, founder of the Giants, was one, and his sons, John V. and 
Wellington T., carried on through lean years to realize their father’s goal. 


Sportsman Mara paid $2,500 for the franchise in 1925, on the plea of Joe 
Carr, president of the budding league, to give his struggling outfit a chance 
in New York. By mid-season, Mara had poured almost $50,000 into the team, 
with little or no return. The public was so cold that tickets literally could 
not be given away. 


The first break for the pros, and the spectacular signposts to the future, 
came in December of 1925, when Mara brought the Chicago Bears and Red 
Grange to the Polo Grounds. So boundless was the enthusiasm to see Grange, 
the great hero of the era, that many actually crashed the gates after the ticket 
sale was closed. More than 70,000 were in the park. 


The huge crowd was illusory, so far as the immediate success of the game 
was concerned. The crowd wanted Grange, not the pros. But the NFL did 
crash national headlines with that game, and the public never thereafter was 
unaware of the new sport. 


The Giants began to catch on about 1929, and a slow steady growth followed, 
as many brilliant players captivated the public. Among them were Ken Strong, 
Cal Hubbard, El Danowski, Bennie Friedman, Tuffy Leemans, Ward Cuff, 
Ray Flaherty, Al Blozis, Mel Hein, Len Younce, Joe Alexander, Kink Richards, 
Hinkey Haines, John Dell Isola, Morris Badgro, Butch Gibson, Ed Widseth, 
Jim Poole, Jack McBride and Phil White. 


The tradition of great stars and spectacular plays is brought to Yankee 
Stadium by Kyle Rote, Chuck Conerly, Em Tunnell, Alex Webster and Frank 
Gifford of the 1956 title contenders. 


The Giants have stood through the years as one of the foundation stones 
of pro football, as the game wandered from city to city, failing here and there, 
outgrowing dozens of other places, until it achieved its impressive stature of 
today, as one of the most glittering crowd attractions in the history of sports. 


Now, with attendance records being broken from coast to coast, the Giants 
reach out for more spectator room in the Yankee Stadium. They will offer 
also more parking space, the comfortable Stadium Club for chit-chat, food 
and refreshment before and after games, and they trust, more victories. 


There is a felicitous omen for °56, in the combination of best schedule, 
finest team, and new and larger home. 
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Bears, Browns in Yankee Stadium 


For the first time, the Chicago Bears and the Cleveland Browns appear on 
the same Giant schedule, and both will play in Yankee Stadium. 


The Bears are the oldest Giant rival, dating from 1925, when the teams 
established the first intersectional series in the professional game. They have 
not met since 1949, because of bottlenecks in league scheduling. 


On the other hand, the Browns are the most recent perennial opponent of 
the Giants, since 1950. From that season, when Cleveland topped New York 
8-3 in an eastern playoff, the Giants have been chief challenger of Paul Brown’s 
champions. Last November, their 35-35 tie here was a classic. 

The NFL schedule calls for 12 games, with home and home series against 
the five clubs in the same division, and two games with teams in the opposite 
division. ; 

That pits the Giants against each eastern rival twice—Philadelphia Eagles, 
Pittsburgh Steelers, Chicago Cards, Washington Redskins, and- Browns. The 
Bears game and an opener against the 49ers in San Francisco complete the card.

49ERS Frankie Albert Takes Over 
Away: Sept. 30 


Frankie Albert, one of California’s all-time football heroes, will make his 
debut as 49er coach against the Giants, in the season opener in Kezar Stadium. 
He has gone back to the hell-for-leather offense tactics of the original 49er 
coach, Buck Shaw, for whom Frankie played as a slick southpaw quarterback. 

Albert boasts exciting balance, with Joe Perry, Hugh McElhenny and John 
Henry Johnson running, and Y. A. Tittle passing for TDs to ends Billy Wilson 
and Gordon Soltau. 

Perry twice won the rushing championship, in °53 and °54. Wilson was 
first in °54 and second last season in receptions. McElhenny underwent an 
operation to correct a foot condition which laid him up last year. 

Albert will have an excellent rookie quarterback in Earl Morrall of Mich- 
igan State. Other top freshmen are All-American tackle Bruce Bosley of West 
Virginia, tackle Bill Herchman of Texas Tech, and halfback Frank Pajacskowski 
ef Richmond. 

The 49ers were founded in 1946, and switched from All-America Confer- 
ence to the NFL for 1950.
